The Great Want- 

Writing undoi the same caiation, a 
fow days ago, wo crudely suggested 
Homo remedial measures for that por- 
tion of the Province lying beyc n I the 
Cascade Range. It is the object of 
the present article to perform a like 
801-vice in respect of the communities 
west of that chain of mauntains. The 
reasons for treating separately these 
two sections must be suihcieutly ob- 
•vious. The former is protected by 
Tiature from foreign competition; but 
as matters stand at present, the rocky 
barrier which keeps out foreign com- 
petition at the same time shuts in from 
the seaboard markets the productions 
of that part. In this section, however, 
the conditions are nearly reversed. 
• Here the domestic article competes on 
almost equal terms with that of foreign 
. grbwth; for, strange as it may appear, 
. -tii^-produce of Washington Tonritory, 
Oregon^ uid even California can be 
transported'to this market as cheaply 
BB thatof'ComoXi.Cowichan, and even 
SaanioE. . Such being the case, and 
' the market hieing so limited as to bo 
easily disturbed and quickly glutted, 
'oiir. .own produoen cannot be supposed 
' to c6me to it -with that degree of confi- 
dence and satiBfaetion tbat one could 
wish to exist Hhe Cowichan or Comox 
farmer ships his grain to Victoria at no 
inconsiderable expense, only to find 
that a cargo of foreign produce has 
knocked the bottom out of the market, 
and he is compelled to part with the 
fruits of a season's toil at a rate leaving 
no living margin. And as with grain, 
so to a greater or less extent with the 
products of field and dairy generally. 
At least such is the complaint; and wo 
are not prepared to dispute its cor- 
rectness. On the contrary, it is to bo 
feared that there is too much ground 
for it. Now, what is to be done to- 
wards removing or ameliorating this 
extremely unsatisfactory condition ? 
We cannot shut out the foreign produ- 
cer, if we would ; and we are not sure 
that we would if we could. Wo cannot 
even meet foreign produce with a duty 
calculated to protect our own ; and 
eiTsn if we could, it seems probahh 
that, taking the wider Tiew, the conn 
fety^has more to 'gain than lose by re 
dprobity. It is obvious that we.- must 
- look for a remedy in some other direc 
tion — set ourselves to work to protect 
the producing interests of the countiy 
by something else than what is com- 
monly called "protection." How can 
foreign products be permitted to come 
in almost free under the present tariff 
or wholly free under the projected Re- 
ciprocity Treaty, and yet our own pro- 
ducers occupy such ground of vantage 
as will enable them s^cce.^8f ully to con- 
trol the markets and cause agriculture, 
the. true basis of assured and perma- 
nent well-being,to flourish? If wo can 
suggest a remedy calculated even par- 
tially to attain so importaut and dsHir- 
able an object, wo shall indeed have 
rendered the state some service. And' 
first of all, let it bo said that an increas- 
ed demand, an enlarged market, would 
do much towards remedying the evil. 
Who can doubt that if a rational and 
practical scheme for the graving dock 
had afforded employment for several 
hundreds of |nen this summer, tlicru 
would have been less complaint about 
the absence of a demand for the coun- 
try's products ? Or who can suppose 
that if the Dominion Government had 
beexi.penuitted to.oommence the worlc 
of railWay construction thi? summer wo 
should now be nble truthfully to write 
a bettei? market Columbia's great wan ft 
But it is just beCBUSo the local Admin- 
istration have criminally bungled tho 
one and prevented tho other that 
thoughtful men are now called upon 
to mourn over tho absence of a good 
market for tlxe products of tho country 
and, it may bo added, general dopros- 
Bionand doapondency. Greater facili- 
tiea for reaching tho principal markets 
is essential. If it bo true tnatproduce 
raised in the foreign countries we have 
named can be sent to this market as 
cheaply as the produce of our own Is- 
land Districts, it ought not to bo true; 
and so long as it is true must our 
producers occupy a more or less false 
and disadvantageous position. For 
thia, however, the railway would be 
the grand remedy. But a more im- 
portant object seems to be to bring 
producer and consumer together, ho 
that middlemen may no longer obliter- 
ate tho margin which ought to re- 
present the prod.ucer!ii ^rpfitp.pr^pock- 
efwhat ought to be 'divided-betwoon 
the two groat clouses; for it ' must l)e 
evident that if the prddtfcer's prolils 
can bo increased while the conaunun-'s 
price is reduced, a very mucli more im- 
portant advantage will bo gained than 
would be possible by any protec- 
tive romodv which must tend to in- 
crease the cost of living. To this end 
A oonveuieut aad inoxponaive public 



-market piacein this city^^ 
tial. Th ere producer and consumer 

could meet at stated^peiiods, say two 
days in each week; o^d. the latter, for- 
wnrnod of the time, could husband liis 
v-nrits. In this way , too, another class 
of trade infinitely luoro hurtful than 
that of the middlemcu properly so- 
c*alled, and which is rapidly and al-, 
most unconsciously growing upon this 
conimuuity, would bo cut olT. We al- 
lude to Chinese hawkers, who are 
quietly pocketing handsome profits 
upon a veiy large part of what is oon- 
aumod in tiiis city.; n,Itmay be., l^ked 
liow this would give. the. domestip' pro- 
ducor an advantage over the foreign 
one. In this way: The latter would 
not be in a position to avail himself of 
the market-place. He must, there- 
fore, continue to pay the middleman, 
whose charges would, porhaps, ap- 
proximately represent ilio advantage 
our own ])rodu(,'or would thus enjoy 
over tho forcigu one. How shall a 
public marlcot place be established in 
Victoria ? The question is one requir- 
ing more consideration than we can 
give it now; but it may bo stated gen- 
erally that the results being alike ben- 
eficial to both, the city should be pre- 
pared to meet the formers in a., li- 
beral spirit, and for some time,'a6 least, 
bear the principal part of the expense.

TheCottntde CnAMBORD.— Very ap- 
ropos is a piece of intelligence which 
we find in tho London "Times," com- 
municated by its Paris correspondent 
by the special vrixe whiab now joins 
the "Times" office from the capital of 
France. This news purports to bo 
given on the authority of the Duo d' 
Audriffet-Pasquier, and it confirms in 
tho most direct way the impression 
that in the crisis of a few months ago 
the would-be Henry Oinq threw away 
excellent chances of accession to the 
throne by what, to most per8ons,must 
seem an unmeaning adherence to a 
particuhir llag.

For a .short time the Prince 
declared to M. Chesnelong. his agent 
in these negotiations, that he would 
actiejit the tricolour until the nation 
rthould bo willing to nllow him to al- 
ter it; but after a fortnight of hesita- 
tion he again returned to his insistance 
on tho white flag, and then no one 
would, on his behalf, provoke; a con- 
test with the Marshal's automatic 
chassepots. So tho Mionarohy was 
once more set nsi.lo.
